Buffalo moat was, of course, the 
mainstay and universal disli of the 
plains Indiana—now, dried, jerked, 
dried and pounded In the form of 
pemmican of wusnu, as the Slouz 
called It; aumetlmes mixed with 
berries gathered by tlie squaws, 
but gencrully "just plain wasna," 
explains Fnink M. Huston In Ad¬ 
venture Magazine, 

The hump and tongue were the 
choicest portions when fresh, 
though the latter was dried by 
tliousands.
